G. Review, Discussion and Possible Action on a Petition from the Graham County Sheriff’s 

Office for a Determination that Applicant Justin T. Mills’ Drug Usage was Experimental 
 

The Graham County Sheriff’s Office petitioned the Board to determine that the drug usage by 

applicant Justin T. Mills was experimental.   The petition was presented by Assistant Attorney 

Michael Saltz.  

 

Sergeant Aparicio made a motion to grant the petition for a determination that the pre-

employment steroid use by applicant Justin T. Mills was experimental.  The motion was seconded 

by Sergeant Andreacola and passed unanimously. 

 

H. Reports – Department of Corrections 

 Director Charles Ryan 

 Since the last regular meeting of May 2017, 88 cadets have graduated from COTA.  There 

are currently four classes in session with 140 cadets in attendance.  There are 808 vacancies 

statewide.  Fifteen cadets have graduated through county and tribal detention IGAs.  COTA 

continues to offer its facility to other agencies.  Two applicants participated in the waiver 

process; for a savings of over $13,430 to the agency.  

 DOC has 2500 minimum security inmates available statewide to be used as skilled labor.  

Various programs utilize skilled labor inmates to assist with numerous projects.  Inmate labor 

is paid at $0.25 - $2.00 per hour; which is significant savings for an agency.  Inmate labor is 

an inexpensive resource. 

 DOC provides 12 inmate wildland fire crews; and one female crew to assist with forest fires 

throughout the state. 

 Started FY 17 with 42,902 inmates and ended the fiscal year with a population of 42,200.  

The population decline of 702 is the greatest decline since 1974.  There are no prison beds 

under construction or authorized for the near future and zero growth is projected for next 

year. 
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In-Service Training 

Program Administrator Don Yennie 

 ALP #21 graduated on June 15, 2017.  

 Several SME groups have been meeting to develop curriculum. 

 Currently working on updating several lesson plans; which are several years old. 

 Working on improving the Police Supervision course.  

 AZ POST began the process more than one year ago for Narcan training; this was prior to the 

governor’s order. 

 The Digital Media Unit continues to provide excellent training videos available through our 

Sharefile system.  Naloxone for Police Dogs was recently added to the portal.   

 Working with ACJC on the Arizona Youth Survey which deals with substance abuse and 

gang involvement. 

 

Basic Training Academies 

 

 ALEA – Commander Louie Tovar thanked all users for providing staff throughout the years.  

This will be his last report for ALEA since they will be transitioning to the Phoenix Regional 

Training Academy.  Class #500 recently graduated with 37 DPS troopers; this was a DPS 

only class.  They currently have 5 classes in session with 190 recruits. 

 

 Chandler-Gilbert Community College – Director Jon Terpay reported Class #17 graduated in 

February with 8 recruits.  Class #18 will graduate in September and they currently have 5 

recruits in this class.  Class #19 began July 11 with 13 recruits.  Class #20 will begin in the 

spring of 2018. 

 

 WALETA – Chief Robert DeVries reported Class #20 graduated in June with 13 recruits.  

Class #21 will begin August 7 and they currently have 30 reservations for this class.  Class 

#11 of the Dispatcher’s Academy recently graduated 10 dispatchers.  Class #12 is currently 

in session and will graduate August 4.  Recently signed an IGA with State Parks for a ten 

year lease renewal. 

 

 NARTA – Chief Bryan Jarrell reported Class #42 recently graduated with 30 recruits.  A new 

class will begin on July 31.  The Virtra simulator is up and running. 

 

 SALETC – Chief Christopher Magnus reported Carla Johnson will be moving to 

Investigation and a new captain is at SALETC.  The Virtra simulator is in use.  Class #17-2 

will graduate August 3 and currently has 31 recruits. 

 

 Pima Community College – Commander Tim Lane reported Class #7 recently graduated with 

10 recruits; all open enrollees.  Class #7 will begin September 6 with a graduation date of 

May 16, 2018.

passed unanimously.

Ryan and passed unanimously.  

 

2. #17-065 – Joel L. Bartlett – Phoenix Police Department 

The Board considered comments from Compliance Specialist Steve Jacobs.  Sergeant 

Andreacola made a motion to Initiate Proceedings against Mr. Bartlett’s peace officer 

certification.  The motion was seconded by Sheriff Dannels and passed unanimously. 

 

3. #17-032 – Leroy F. Potter – Phoenix Police Department 

The Board considered comments from Compliance Specialist Steve Jacobs.  Sergeant 

Aparicio made a motion to this case with No Action.  The motion failed due to lack of a 

second.  Sheriff Dannels made a motion to Resolve in Future.  The motion was seconded by 

Colonel Milstead and passed unanimously.

The motion was seconded 

by Colonel Milstead and passed unanimously.

and passed unanimously. 
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6. 17-046 – Walker S. Morgan – Pinal County Sheriff’s Office 

Sergeant Aparicio recused himself from this case.  The Board considered comments from 

Assistant Attorney General Seth Hargraves.  The Board voted to initiate proceedings against 

Mr. Morgan’s peace officer certification on May 17, 2017.  The case overview has since been 

amended and the Board must take action once again.  Chief Rodbell made a motion to accept 

the Motion for Reconsideration and rescind allegation #2, and the related potential rule, R13-

4-109(A)(7).  The motion was seconded by Sheriff Dannels and passed unanimously.  Chief 

Rodbell then made a motion to once again Initiate Proceedings against Mr. Morgan’s peace 

officer certification.  The motion was seconded by Sheriff Dannels and passed unanimously.
